An- 
other scheme in the bill was the build- 
ing of a harbor of refuge at Sandy 
bay, Massachusetts, the establishing 
of en oceanic Yellowstone park. In the shadow 
of there schemes there were numerous 
emailschemes. He instanced the appropria- 
tion for the improvement o! the Wateree river, 
which was nothing buta lumber yard. The 
engineers said that it was a net work of logs, 
and he thought it would be more advisable to 
mtke an appropriation for an engine to be kept 
in readiness for fire. 

Mr. Belford, of Colorado, whe made his 
first appearance during the present session, 
was in the house to-day, and was  ap- 
plauded as he took the floor and offered an 
amendment directing the appointment of a 
commission to make surveys of the construc- 
tion of reservoiré to be used in irrigating the 
public Jands in Colorado.

THE PRESIDENT-ELECT INVITES 
CONFERENCE. 


He Seeks to Recorcile Opposing Views and Pailing 
in Phat Proposes to Abide by His Owa-—A 
Visit to Mr.. den and Then a He- 
turn Home Until March, Ete. 


New Yorx, January 4.—[Special.]—Presi- 
dent-elect Cleveland arrived here to-night, 
accompanied by his private secretary, Colonel 
Lamont. The train, which was forty-five 
minutes late, did not arrive until 11 o’clock. 
There was only one person waiting to receive 
him—Mr. M. B. Donhee, of Buffalo, an old 
friend. Together they passed through the 
depot. No demonstration whatever was 
made. They hired an ordinary coach and 
drove direct to the Victoria hotel, where the 
president will stop during his stay. His des- 
tination in the city was not known, and conse- 
quently the politicians did not assemble to 
greet him. 

A TALK WITH CLEVELAND. 

Tue Constitution's correspondent was al- 
lowed to have a few moments’ conversation 
with the president-elect before he retired for 
the night. The ride trom Albany had greatly 
fatigued him. Nevertheless, he said that on 
Friday he will visit Samuel J. Tilden at 
Greystone, and on Saturday will probably re- 
turn to Albany, unless his stay longer in this 
city becomes a necessity. 

“Whom have you invited to meet you 
here?”

A JUDGE’S TIMIDITY. 


He Runs Away From a Storm Which He 
Had Stirred Up. 

Avposon, Ia., February 4.—On April 28, 
1884, Hiram Jellison, an old and inoffensive 
cripple, was taken from his bed in the night 
and hanged toa tree. His son, Cicero, and 
bis sons-in-law, John A. Smyth and Joel J. 
Wilson, were arrested for the crime, and Cic- 
ero made a detailed confession, admitting the 
Ge of himself and implicating Smyth and 

ilson. They were subsequently indicted by 
the grand jury, but got a continuance. On 
Wednesday Judge Loofbarow convened the 
court here and the case was called 
for trial. The defendants filed a motion for a 
change of venu, on the ground of the prejudice 
ofthe people. Without ruling on the motion, 
the judge on Saturday surprised all by 
stating that Judge Henderson, of the Marshall- 
town district, would be here Monday to take 
his place on the bench. The latter arrived 
Monday, opened court and announced Loof- 
barow’s ruling onthe motion, which was to 
the effect that the venu would be changed to 
Cass county. Nothing has ever occurred that 
has so thoroughly aroused the indigna- 
tion of our people generally ag 
this announcement. It is charged 
that Judge Looff barow went away to dodge the 
storm that has followed his decision. Last 
night upwards of one hundred citizens held a 
secret meeting. It was rumored that a special 
train would leave here during the night to 
carry the prisoners to Atlantic, so guards were 
stationed in every street leading from the jail 
and patrolled the town all night. There isa 
determination that the prisoners shall never 
leave this county. Excitement ruus high and 
trouble is imminent.

No one 
will dare say that the jurors now 
sitting in judgment on the case 
are all men of incorruptible honesty. Conse- 
quently,what connection can be traced between 
the finding of Ford and others not guilty, by 
the jury, and conviction, and the certainty on 
the part of the city council and the communi- 
ty of their undeniable and absolute guilt. Af- 
ter dwelling upon the subject at considerable 
length, the mayor concludes by charging 
Thomas J. Ford,of the second recorder’s court, 
and other attaches of the court, now on trial, 
with conspiracy and malicious murder, and 
advisin that immediate steps be taken for 
their impeachment.

UNRAVELING THE STORY OF HER 
LIFE.

The Victim ofa Meck Marriage and Made Desperate 
by the Death of Her Obild, She Found Solace 
in Poison—Putin Prison—Her Arrival in 
Americaand her Chats with Rossa, 


Loxpox, February 4.—An examination of 


the police reports at Worship street police 
court reveals the following: Lucilla Dudley, 
a lady-like looking person, aged about 24 
years, who described herself as a governess, 
charged with attempting suicide. The porter 
of the Great Eastern railway deposed that on 
the arrival of his train in Liverpool street, 
London, he saw the prisoner, Mrs. Dudley, in 
a first-class carriage, apparently asleep with a 
handkerchief over her tace. Removing the 
handkerchief witness found her insen- 
sible. She was holding a bottle labeled poison. 
Mrs. Dudley was removed to the hospital. 
Witness stated that nobody else was in the 
railway carriage. The surgeon who attended 
Mrs. Dudley at the hospital deposed that she 
was suffering from the effects of chloroform. 
Witness said she recovered consciousness after 
eighthours. Mrs. Dudley denied that she had 
taken anything ofa pqsonous nature. When 
taken into custody Mrs. Dudley was detected 
in the act of trying to swallow a white powder. 
The jailer at the police station where the 
women was imprisoned, deposed that she 
expressed regret at her failure to accomplish 
her purpose. An analysist deposed that the 
powder Mrs. Dudley. attempted to swallow 
was opium. Another packet of opium was 
found sewed in her clothes. Mrs, Dadley _ 


stated in court that she had no relatives living 
and had been a governess; also described her- 
self as a hospital nurse, but appearances 
seemed to contradict this statement. She 
refused to give any account of herself. Five 
letters found on her person furnished no clue 
to her identity. She said she 
was «driven to attempt suicide by the 
loss of her child. A pair of child’s shoes and 
gloves in her possession tended to corroborate 
the assertion. The magistrate said that in 
view of the fact that the chaplain of the honge 
of detention stated that the woman would not 
promise not to repeat the offense he was una- 
ble to set her at liberty without two svreties of 
£25 each for her good behavior for three 
months. Mrs. Dudley smiled at the announce- 
ment and left the room quietly. 
HER SUBSEQUENT HISTORY. 

After Mra. Dudley's attempt at suicide in 
London in July, 1883, she failed to obtain 
success, and was therefore sent to the house of 
detention at Millbank fora time. According 
to another account Mrs. Dudley was the vie- 
tim of a mock marriage to an English clergy- 
man who was aJready married. She was sub- 
ject to moods of intense love and hate. Let- 
ters written by her, one of which was found 
upon ber after she tried to poison herself, and 
snother toa friend in 1883, indicate that the 
loss of her children unhinged her mind. 

THE PRESS ON THE SHOOTING. 

The Standard, referring to the shooting of 
Roesa, says: 

“Itis not unnatural to suppose that the attack 
will evoke a spark of pit y. In taking the law in‘o 
rer own hands, Mrs: Dudiey followed Rogsa's »re- 
cept, those who live by the sword must perisu by 
thesword. This ought to actas a timely admoa- 
isher to those who contemplate adopting the doc- 
trine of privete vengeance.’’, 

Commenting on the shooting of Rossa by 
Mrs. Dudley, the Times says: 

This man, whose thoughts one would imagine 
ran from morning until night on the method of 
murder, at once placed himselfin the power of an 
unknown woman. He now chews the cud of re- 
flection, which must be bitter enough. Mrs. Dad- 
ley’s act rivals that of Charlotte Corday. 

The Daily News says: 

Should the worst befall O’Donovan Rossa, it 
must be admitted that no one has done more to 
deserve his fate. But if he should die, some other 
would immediately spring up to tase his place. 

The Standard advises Parnell to take the 
fate of Rossa to heart, and says that stranger 
things bave happened than that Parnell, too, 
should find his Nemesis. 

FOR THE LADY’S RELIEF. 

A movement has been started in Nottingham 
to raise a national fund to pay the expenses 
necessary to Mrs. Dudley’s defense. A circu- 
lar is being distributed urgently requesting 
the people of Great Britain to contribute to 
this fund, ‘‘to defend Mrs. Dudley, that heroic 
English woman, who resolved to rid civiliza- 
tion of its greatest enemy. Every English- 
man,’ the appeal says, “should be ready to 
afford Mrs. Dudley every legal assistance.” 

MRS. DUDLEY TALKS.

Good roads are truly 
the index and auxiliaries to the rosperity of a 
country, and we would urge those in authority to 
see to it that the roads in the county are put in 
first-class order during the year. We are giad to be 
able to report increased interest manifested upon 
the subject of education. We attribute much of 
this interest to the untiring and efficient manage- 
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ment of the county school commissioner. There 
were 9 schools taught in the county during the 
year 1884, and there was disbursed to teachers 
§5.702.05 out of the common school fund, The nuam- 
berof white children taught in the common 
schoo)s of the county during the year was 2.508: 
colored children, 1,108; making a total of 3,616. 
Many children of the school age failed to avail 
themselves of the tuition. Itis certainly better 
than no system, andal! children should avail 
themselves of its benefits. In view of the crowded 
condition of the deckets in the superior court and 
the great and necessary expense in the trial of 
cases in said court, we ask our representatives to 
secure such legislation as will abolish the present 
couuty court and establish in its stead a eity court 
for the whole county, with civil jurisdietion from 
one buncred dollars to one thousan4 dollars. and 
with criminal jurisdiction of all misdemeanors.

Old Records, 


Ficom the Carnesville, Ga., Register. 


One of the oldest records of court progeed- 
ings im this county, is a fi. fa. in favor of Moe- 
ses Payne against William Wofford for the 
sum of eighteen pounds, five shillings and 
nine pence, lawful money of this state, as prin- 
cipal, and two pounds, sixteen shillings for 
costs. . The fi. fa. was issued October twentyr 
fifth, 1796, by J. H Little, clerk of the inferio- 
court. It was levied on four hundred acres of 
land, on the 12th day of October, 1796, by Sam- 
uel Lauhridge, deputy sheriff. The land was 
claimed by Benjamin Wofford,, whose claim 
offdavit wes sworn to before James Terrell, J. 
P. Thedeputy sheriff made an entry that 
the sale of the land was pogtponed by the 
claim of Benjamin Wofford and the illegality 
of defendant. The records do not show how 
the case terminated. 

One of the oldest declarations ‘on record is 
the case of Williem Means against John Fer- 
gus, brought by Thos. P. Carnes, plaintifi’s 
attorney. The action was brought on a re- 
ceipt dated May 22nd 1692, and for the sum 
of ninety dollars. Fergus acknowledged the 
receipt of eight dollars in cash and one rifle 
gun valued at ten pounds trading rates, the 
money to be returned in one year, and also 
the gun wigh reasonable hire or its value in 
money. Process was issued by John Smith, 
C. §. UC. on the 15th day of Nov. 1797, requiring 
the defendant toappear atthe next term’ o! 
the superior court to be held on the 17th day 
ot April 1798. The defendaut was served with 
a copy on the 22nd day of Nov. 1797 bye H. 
Terre! sheriff. 

In the years 1796 and ’97 the superior court 
was presided over by Judge William Stephens, 
from whom Stephens creek took its name. In 
February 1798 Thos. P. Carnes went upon the 
bench and held the position for several years. 
He was again judge about 1811 or °12. The 
attorneys whose names appear on the record 
in 1797 and “$8 are Thos. P. Carnes, Peter 
Early, Micajah Williams, J. Habby, Van Al- 
len, P. Allen, A. Mart#m, William Jan, and 
Dooly, who was afterwards a judge. The 
names of Carnes, Karly, Dooly and Walton are 
historic in Georgia and we may eonclude that 
the bar was rather an able one. John Smith 
held the office of C. 8. C. for many‘years. He 
wrote a plain smooth hend, almost as legible 
as print. The paper was unruled, but the 
lines go straigh across the book, at equal dis- 
tances apart, and there is hardly a blotor il- 
legible word to be tound.

NEW YORK STOOKS, 


Stocks as Roported in the New Work Stock 
Exchauge. 
‘NEW YORK, February 4.—The stock market 
as again strong this morving and soid offa frac- 
tion during the middle of.the day and again strong 
and advancing in the afternoon, while the busi- 
ness transacted was the largest that has been re- 
ported for sometime past, aggregating 337,000 
shares. Over sixty per cent of the business was in 
Lackawanna and St. Paul.

Somethiag About One of the World’s Fa- 
mous Industria] Schools. 

. Quintard Peters, who is now spending 
ew days with his parents in Atlanta, gives 
iighly favorable account of the Massachu- 
tts institute o! technology, in Boston, where 

is taking an industrial course. Mr. Peters 
18 a manly, talented youth, and an interesting 
talker. Ashort time agohe made up his 
mind to take a technological instead of a 
classica! course, and his experience thus far 
has tended to make him well satisfied with 
his choice. 

To a ConstTituTron reporter Mr. Peters gave 
some facts-and figures of general interest to 
ell who feel an interest in indusirial eduecs- 
tion. 

“The Massachusetts imstitue of technology,” 
enid Mr. Peters in response 
ee question, ‘was incorporated 
in April, 1861, and included in its organiza- 
tion a society of arts, a museum of arts, anda 
school of industrial science. To these have 
since bes nD ndde ad the Low el] sc hor ] of practical 
design, and the school of mechanic arts.’’.

“The first president of the school was its 
Francis A. Walker,

THE ACCIDENT TUESDAY NIGHT 
ON THE EAST TENNESSEE. 


A Cab and Twenty-five Cars Get onthe Wild Sched- 
ule ard Collide Witb an EBuogine—The Cars 
Badiy Used up—The Fireman and a 
Tramp Killed—The Engineer Hurt 


The accident on the East Tennessee road 
near McDonough Tuesday night resulted in 
the death of two men. 

The accident happened at Camp's 
creek trestle at half-past twelve o’clock. 
Freight train No. 22 in two sections was en 
route to Atlanta. The first section was made 
up of about thirty cars and was in charge of 
Conductor John Henry with 
lows at the throttle. Thesecond section was 
fully as lergea train. Conductor John Me- 
Ginty handled the bell cord, while Engineer 
Vysong was on the engine. The second sec- 
tion was

behind the first section when the trains left - 


McDonough. Four miles north of McDonough 
the first section stopped at a station called 
Flippen to put some empty. cars on a side 
track.

The grade at that 
point is very heavy, and as the train hands 
lailed to “set up” brakes enough the train 
soon began to move. here were twenty- 
five cars and the eab.

The engine, No. 12, was considerably bat- 
tered up, but none of its machinery was hurt. 
The smoke-stack was knocked off and its 
cab demolished. After daylight some one 
found a negro man lying near one of the cars 
He was quite seriously hurt, and 
when questioned said that he and 
another negro had been on the lumber car. 
They got on the train at Macon to steal a ride 
to Atlanta. They were lying down when the 
train started on its wild run. Just before the 
collision his companion became frightened 
and leaped off. The negro gave his name as 
Williams. A search was then made, and about 
& mile away the other negro was found. 

HE WAS STONE DEaD. 

Williams said that hedid not know the dead 
negro’s name, as he had just met him, but he 
knew that he lived in Atlanta and that his 
home was on Elliott street. 

Engineer Wysong, his dead fireman, and the 
wounded negro were brought to Atlanta yes- 
terday. They arrived on the passenger train 
at 3:15 o’clock, two hours late. Engineer 
Wysong was taken to his boardinghouse near 
the East Tennessee shops, where Dr. Nicholson 
attended him. Fierman Curry’s body was 
taken to Patterson & Bowden’s undertaking 
rooms where it was prepared for burial. It 
was then renioved to bis father’s house, 11! 
Rawson street. Curry was a young man of 
about twenty-five years of age: He was well- 
known and was greatly liked by his friends. 

When the collison occurred the wild train 
was running about ten miles an hour. Its 
race was over a two-mile stretch. 

The account of the accident printed in 
yesterday’s ConsTITUTION was made up of the 
rumors found floating about the East Tennes- 
see yard after 2 o’clock in the morning. It 
was necessarily wanting in details. Mr. J. H. 
Humphreys, the yardmaster, was off duty and 
asleep, and could not be seen by the reporters.
